The second since of treatment be- 


gins when the iiatleat comes out of 
the coiia.

Doctor Barker, by the use of hypno- 
sis, bcilds up a belief in the patient's 
mind that he Is through with the drug 
fcr good. 


Along with these suggestive thera- 


peutics he carrier on a program of 
body building—including d et. ball's, 
exercise, massage and occupational di_- 
versioa. 


Situation Is Acute. 


"The 
'dope' pr-ob'em is getting 


acute," said Doctor Barker. 


"On the one hacu the dry law has 


increased the use o£ drugs. On the 
other the high cost of liv't-g has given 
the illicit traders in narcotics a. chance 
to profiteer. Ibe result is that only 
nvo classes can afTonl drags—the nch 
and the criminal class. 


"The former can afford to pay $150 


an ounce .for heroin or '100 an ounce 
for cocaine and morphine. The latter 
commit crimes to get tnc drugs. An 
alarming number of crimes are report- 
ed by persons dri\en desperate by the 
craving for 'dope.' 


^"The big majority of my patients 


are well-to-do. One was a Xew York 
broker, who spent $20,000 for drngs in 
three years. Another is a Los Angeles 
cafe owner, who has been spending 
$150 a month for four years. It is 
said tliere are 20(K>0 addicts in San 
Francisco,"and tii-s general average 
rttns through every large city."
